One year ago, in the night of Feb.

DERO_ himself had shot and killed the 
officer who, under orders, had carried 
to him the formal announcement that 
the Congress demanded his resigna- 
tion. The deposed Presiderit’s brother, 
Gustavo, had been assassinated.a few 
days previously, and no” effort had 
been made to identify his assassin. 
Suspicion was strong, therefore, that 
when MaDEBO was sent in-an open 
motor car from the National Palace 
he was not. expected .to teach -the 
penitentiary alive, and that suspicion 
has not been meterially weakened in 
the intervening year. No official in- 
quiry worthy of the mame was ever 
made into the circumstances ‘of the 
crime,and the official accounts of it 
were strangely vague end contra- 
dictory.

Suffrage is both a privilege and a 
duty, but a-man cannot be compelled 
to vote by statute. To be sure, the bill 
introduced In the. Assembly by Mr. 
Francis. W. Sfopparp, subjecting’ to a 
fine a, citizen who neglects his duty on 
Blection Day, is aimed principally at 





ithe apathetic, careless, and unpatriot- 


ic. But the principle is false. Men can 
be compelled, and ought to be, to serve 
as jurors or to do militia duty, but 
having bestowed the right. to vote 
upon its male citizens, the State can 
do ne. more, 
There is a erent. deal of hopelessly 
ignorant voting now. . Mr. STODDARD’s 
bill, if it became a law, would give us 
more of it. Of course it is a regret- 
table fact that fewer yotes are always 
cast in State and municipal elections 
than for President, but we cannot. in- 
crease, the public intelligence by sum- 
mary legislation; and to make voting 
compulsory “would not be to itcrease 
the efficiency: ofthe ballot. .
